I would be pleased to help you in appraising the Indian Territorial 
notes, but must freely admit that I know very little about their 
value, because I am not experienced in this area and of course because 
of the great rarity of these pieces. 

If you wish, however, I will be happy to have you send Xeroxes of these 
items and will attempt to determine a fair market value based upon 
demand and advice from experienced dealers and collectors. Neil Shafer 
has said that he will be able to give some help, and I have a great 
deal of confidence in his ability. 

On a different matter, I feel that we should begin thinking seriously 
about a revised edition of The Early Paper Money of America . In re¬ 
viewing our existing agreement, I find that you are to be paid a 5$ 
royalty on subsequent editions, and I would like to ask that you con¬ 
sider renegotiating this point so that Western might be in a better 
financial position to publish a new edition of the book at an acceptable 
retail price. The way printing costs have increased over the years, 
coupled with a 5$ royalty, will, I fear, increase the cost of this book 
to such a point that it might be unsalable. 

We should consider these matters carefully before becoming too involved 
in the project. I would like you to propose an agreement whereby we 
could proceed with the revisions and updating work that will be 
necessary. 

Our inventory of the first edition is now depleted and the timing is 
right for us to have a new edition, which I am sure will appeal to 
people during the bicentennial celebration.

I will be in San Francisco for the rest of this week and then hurry 
off to Peoria.

My seeming procrastination has been largely based upon some confidential 
problems with our Hannibal Plant. All of this has now culminated in 
the fact that Western has found no way to settle a labor dispute with 
the Unions there and we will actually close our printing operations 
there.

From time to time we have discussed payment for your work on the 
revised 2nd edition of your book, THE EARLY PAPER MONEY OF AMERICA. 

I do not believe that we ever arrived at any specific figure but 
I had expressed a feeling that payment could not be very large if 
we were to maintain a reasonable retail price on the book. 

This week our production man worked up some figures which show that 
if we print 6,000 copies and pay you $500 the retail price would be 
$19.50. You would also receive a number of copies for your personal 
use as you did for the 1st edition. 

I pointed out to him that we have a contract with you whereby you 
are to receive a 5 % royalty on all copies printed in excess of 
10,000. The two printings of the 1st edition totalled 4*500 copies. 
The new printing of 6,000 copies will bring the total to 10,500 
which means we should pay a 5 % royalty on 500 copies or approxi¬ 
mately $ 500 . 

If this arrangement is agreeable to you I would welcome your confir¬ 
mation so that we can proceed along these lines. Although the 
payment seems low, I fear that if we were to raise the retail price 
of the book to $25 it would hinder sales. Please consider the 
matter carefully and let me know your opinion.

Your letter to Courtney Coffing has been forwarded to me. 

Not only am I surprised by the tone of the letter, I am also shocked 
by the charges. 

Contrary to your allegations, I have not read EARLY PAPER 
MONEY OP AMERICA and am familiar with the title only through 
advertisements in the various numismatic publications. Paper money 
has never been of great interest to me though I have occassionelly 
researched some aspect of the subject I found unusual. 

The article ’’Colonial Currency And Ben Franklin” was an 
outgrowth of research being don6 on the intimate lives of the 
founding fathers for a book on which I am working. The book will 
detail the personal side of such aen as Een Franklin, George 
Washington, Alexander Hamilton and others. When I prepared the 
Franklin chapter, a copy of which will be sent to you if you so 
desire, I read extensively. I studied the complete collection of 
his letters and personal letters, as well as the letters of those 
in his family, contemporaries, etc. which are in the collection 
of the University of Arizona Library. It was during this weeding 
that I learned of Franklin's attitude towards paper money, how it 
changed over the years and similar information. 

The material I found fascinated me and I felt it would make an 
excellent article. I could not recall ever having seen such material 
covered in any of the coin journals in the past so I prepared the 
article for Scrapbook. At no time was Eric Newman's work read or used. 

Quite frankljr, I assume that Eric Newman utilized similar 
original resources to the ones I was reading. Any researcher dealing 
with any aspect of Franklin's life would be derelict in not going 
to such sources. It is only in short references found in just three 
of Franklin's letters that we know he had an illegitimate daughter 
as well as the widely known illegitimate son, for example. These 
sources are far superior to even the best of the biographies I have 
seen.

If Eric Newman and I quoted similar passages from Franklin’s 
text, it was because the amount of material Franklin and his co ntemporarie 
wrote on the matter is finite.

I am too proud of my personal 
reputation and my NLG membership to plagiarize another researcher’s 
work and resent your unfounded charges and assumptions.

On the top right column of Page 
G13 you have what is known in the printing trade as a "widow." 

This is considered poor type setting and should be eliminated 
in some way. You can do that by adding a few words to extend 
the line to at least 3/4 of the maximum width or by killing a 
couple of words to eliminate the line. The easiest way to 
do this would be to kill something in the next to the last 
paragraph in the left hand column where it ends with "in red." 

Use your own judgment but I would suggest that you pad the 
line with a couple of extra words to extend it to a respectable 
length. 

I am hard at work on the rest of the book but wanted you to 
see this first part to be sure that everything was going 
alright. 

The type setters are loaded with other work just now but will 
finish your introduction and other corrections first.

As to the financial matters with respect to the revised 
edition of Early Paper Money of America, I believe I should clarify 
what took place. 

We had a contract dated November 27, 1964. That clearly 
provides with respect to a subsequent edition that we receive 57, of 
the retail price of that edition. We would have received 57. of the 
retail price of the excess over 10,000 copies sold of the first 
edition, but that number of copies was not sold. In your letter of 
November 21, 1974, you suggested a change in royalty which endeavored 
to total the first aid the revised edition before reaching 10,000 copies 
and this is not justified. At that time I told you over the telephone 
that we would not argue about this matter at that time and that we 
would work it out later. We did not discuss the matter again, except 
for the fact that you paid $100 for xerox work on or about October 22, 
1975, and travel expense to Racine. 

I think that on rereading our contract you will agree that 
it means that you pay a 5% royalty on all copies of the new edition 
based on the retail sales price that would be payable when they are 
sold,and the new price is $22.50. All of this money will be used for 
numismatic education and I should hot think you would have any concern 
about this being out of line.
